Porn star flirts 
with Senate run 
in Louisiana

BATON ROUGE, La. Stormy Daniels strode 
onstage at a downtown Baton Rouge restaurant 
in a tight black blouse with a plunging neckline 
and a knee-length skirt in the popular purple 
of Louisiana State University She introduced 
herself with a warning, 

“For those of you who don't know who I am,” 
she told the lunch crowd at The Roux House, 
“Fd suggest that you don’t Google that until 
you get home from work,” 

She’s a Louisiana-born porn star who says she 
is considering a 2010 run for the US, Senate 
seat currently held by Republican David Vitter, 
whose family-values reputation was marred in 
2007 when his name was linked to a Washington 
prostitution ring, 

Daniels, 30, the star of such adult films as 
“Operation: Desert Stormy,” insists she’s seri- 
ous, She’s spending her own money on a “listen- 
ing tour” to hear what people have to say as she 
considers a possible run. 

However, she said she hasn’t lived in 
Louisiana for seven years — she currendy resides 
in Florida— and would need to re-establish resi- 
dency to run, 

Daniels backs some issues common to many 


candidates, including bringing troops home 
sooner from Iraq and replacing the federal 
income tax with a national sales tax.

Others are closer to her professional back- 
ground, including pushing to remove child 
pornography from the Internet and keeping 


minors from viewing adult material. 

She doesn’t want to take questions about 
Vitter, “I think it’s about time David Vitter 
started answering David Vitter questions,” she 
said, 

Vitter has steadfastly refused to discuss 
the “serious sin” he confessed to after his phone 
number was linked to Deborah Palfrey, the 
so-called “DC, Madam” who committed 
suicide as she faced prison time for running 
a prostitution ring that catered to the powerful. 
His office declined to comment Wednesday 
on Daniels’ possible candidacy 
“Is she a threat to beat him? No, Is she 
really going to run? I seriously doubt it,” poll- 
ster and political consultant Bernie Pinsonat 
said, “But if I ,„ was running the campaign 
of David Vitter, I would rather she not be 
there,” 

Daniels, meanwhile, has not committed to a 
candidacy— or a political party

New Orleans on Wednesday, the crowd was 
friendly but some seemed more interested in 
Daniels’ film career,

Drew Peterson, whose third wife died mysteriously 
and fourth wife vanished, had taunted authorities to 
come and get him— when he wasn’t clowning for the 
cameras. On Thursday, they came for him. 

Peterson was indicted in the murder of his third 
wife, Kathleen Savio. At an evening news conference, 
authorities announced that Peterson is being held on 
$20 million bond and faces two counts of murder in 
Savio’s death. 

Illinois State Police Capt. Carl Dobrich says 
Peterson was processed and transferred to the Will 
County Adult Detention Facility in Joliet. 

Peterson, 55, was arrested about 5:40 p.m. during a 
traffic stop in Bolingbrook without incident, accord- 
ing to Will County state’s attorney’s office spokesman 
Chuck Pelkie. 

“I guess I should have returned those library books,” 
a handcuffed Peterson said as state police led him into 
headquarters, according to The Joliet Herald-News. 

On March i, 2004, Savio, 40, was discovered by 
neighbors in her Bolingbrook home in an empty 
bathtub with a i-inch gash on the back of her scalp. 

Savio and Peterson were divorced, but the details of 
the divorce settlement were weeks away from being 
finalized when she died. Her death originally was ruled 
an accidental drowning, but authorities later said it 
was a homicide staged to look like an accident. 

Savio’s family has long voiced suspicions about 
the circumstances surrounding her death, saying she 
feared Peterson and told relatives if she died it might 
look like an accident but it wasn’t. Their fears resur- 
faced after the October 2007 disappearance of Stacy 
Peterson, then 23— Peterson’s fourth wife. Peterson 
is a suspect in the disappearance, which police have 
called a possible homicide, but has not been charged 
and has repeatedly said he thinks Stacy Peterson ran 
off with another man. 

“Drew has steadfastly maintained his innocence 
regarding the rumor and innuendo that has circulated

regarding the unfortunate death of Kathleen,” said 
Peterson attorney Andrew Abood. ‘Although he is 
disappointed with the decision of the state, he looks 
forward to the opportunity to once and for all prove 
his innocence in a court of law.” 

Abood said one of Peterson’s sons with Savio has 
“provided a lock-tight alibi” for his father. 

In an appearance on CBS’ “The Early Show” last 
month, 1 6 -year-old Thomas Peterson appeared 
alongside his father and defended him. 

“I highly do not believe that my dad had murdered 
my mom. Because, first off, he wasn’t there, he was 
with us during that period of time,” Thomas Peterson 
said at the time. 

Drew Peterson has seemed to relish being under 
the media microscope since Stacy Peterson’s disap- 
pearance, appearing in a People magazine feature and 
on multiple national talk shows— most recently to 
tout his new engagement to a 24-year-old woman. 

Publicist Glenn Selig said this week that Peterson

was interested in a job offer from the Moonlite Bunny 
Ranch, a Nevada brothel that is the setting for the 
HBO reality show “Cathouse.” An HBO spokeswom- 
an said the network would sooner cancel the show 
than allow Peterson to appear on it. 

After Savio’s death, Peterson married 
Stacy, who was 30 years younger. They had 
two children, who lived with the couple 
along with Peterson’s two children from his 
marriage to Savio. On the morning of Oct. 

28, 2007, Stacy Peterson talked to a friend. 

Stacy’s sister, Cassandra Cales, tried to call 
her in the middle of the afternoon, and did 
not get through. Late that night, Cales went 
to Peterson’s home, but neither Drew nor 
Stacy was there. A few minutes later, she 
reached Peterson on his cell phone, with Peterson 
telling her that Stacy had left him. 

Cales didn’t believe it and reported her sister miss- 
ing the next day associated press, tribune contributed.

Peterson’s arrest brings flood of reaction from families

A little more than an hour after news of Drew 
Peterson’s arrest burst into media reports, 
Henry Savio, the brother of Peterson’s third 
wife, Kathleen, said his family was “ecstat- 
ic.” Many of the people associated with the 
years-long case also expressed pleasure with 


the news. 

“We’re really happy Drew’s arrested, and 
we’re really happy,” said Henry Savio, 50. “I 
think my sister is smiling and saying, ‘Good, 
it’s about time. It’s about time.’ ” 

“It’s been hard on my family, hard on my 
kids,” Henry Savio said. “We feel like open- 


ing up champagne right now. But we know it’s 
a long road ahead, but at least we’re one step 
ahead right now.” 

Kathleen Savio’s death was officially ruled 
a homicide in February 2008, nearly four 
years after her body was discovered and about 
four months after the disappearance of Drew

SPRINGFIELD A measure that legislators say paves 
the way toward a unified, ticket- free mass transit 
system was approved Thursday by a House com- 
mittee. 

The bill would require Metra to allow riders to 
use credit or debit cards— instead of paying with 
only cash or checks — even 
though the commuter rail 
agency already has agreed 
to do that. 

Officials from Metra 
and the Regional 
Transportation Authority 
outlined for lawmakers 
plans to improve what 
critics believe is an out- 
dated fare system that 
forces bus, subway and train riders to buy differ- 
ent tickets each time they ride. 

RTA Chairman Jim Reilly told the House Mass 
Transit Committee his agency would begin testing 
a “seamless” regional fare payment system as early 
as next year. 

The plan calls for using “smart” credit cards 
issued by banks that customers would use on 
CTA, Metra and Pace. They also could use them 
to make non-transportation purchases, such as at 
Starbucks or Walgreens. 

The cards would eliminate the need for transit 
agencies to issue tickets or even handle payments, 
Reilly said. 

Customers would simply tap the smart cards 
against an electronic reader, like ones already in use 
on CTA buses. Transit agencies face major hurdles, 
Reilly told legislators. The technology is continu- 
ally being updated, and officials have no idea what 
the system would cost, he acknowledged. 

Committee Chairman Rep. Julie Hamos (D- 
Evanston), who summoned the officials to tes- 
tify Thursday, said she was pleased with what she 
heard. 

“For the first time in the ii years I have been an 
advocate for this concept, we now have RTA lead- 
ership make it the top priority,” she said. 

Metra approved a plan last Friday to begin 
accepting credit and debit cards for ticket pur- 
chases by Feb. i. The agency also will spend more 
than $8 million to upgrade its accounting system 
and Web site. 


Great uncle in spotlight 
after news of possible 
Obama trip to Germany

For much of his 84 years, Charles Payne has 
lived in Chicago in relative obscurity and 
watched his sister’s grandson rise to the 
presidency 

But now it appears possible that a pain- 
ful part of Payne’s own story will be brought 
to the forefront, based on German news 
reports that President Obama is consider- 
ing a visit to the concentration camp that his 
great uncle helped liberate in April 1945. 

Payne, who spent much of his career 
working in library science at the University 
of Chicago, was a private first class in the 
89th Infantry Division during World War 
II when he participated in the liberation 
of Ohrdruf, a forced-labor camp that was a 
satellite of the Buchenwald concentration 
camp. 

“I remember seeing a lot of really 
emaciated people in rags at the point of star- 
vation. People were clutching tin cups for 
food,” he said Thursday in a Tribune inter- 


view. “I saw sheds where dead bodies had 
been stacked up.” 

But Payne said he had thought little in 
recent years about the horrors he saw, until 
German reporters started calling to ask 
about a possible presidential visit. 

A German government spokesman told 
reporters in Berlin that Obama may visit 
Buchenwald while in Europe this summer. 
The president is expected to commemorate 
the 65th anniversary of the D-Day landings 
in France on June 6, and a Group of Eight 
summit will be in Italy in July 

Thomas Steg, the German spokesman, 
was quoted as saying Obama may be plan- 
ning to visit “historical places that in the 
widest sense are related to the different 
aspects of World War II— destruction and 
rebuilding, extermination and the break- 
down of civilization.” 

A White House spokesman declined to 
confirm or deny that Obama planned to 
follow Payne’s wartime tracks. More than 
50,000 people were killed from 1937 to 1945 
at Buchenwald. 

Payne said he does not know whether 
Obama will indeed travel to the area of the 
concentration camp and has not spoken to

“My own great uncle returned from his 
service in World War II in a state of shock, 
saying little, alone with painful memories 
that would not leave his head. He went 
up into the attic, according to the stories 
that IVe heard, and wouldn’t come down 
for six months,” Obama said. “He was one 
of the liberators-someone who at a very 
tender age had seen the unimaginable. 

... My great uncle was part of the 89th 
Infantry Division-the first Americans to 
reach a Nazi concentration camp. And they 
liberated Ohrdruf, part of Buchenwald, 
where tens of thousands had perished.”

Former Chicagoan on 
Hubble space mission 


Next week, the space shuttle Atlantis will thunder to 
the final rescue of the Hubble Space Telescope, whose 
enduring views of the cosmos so captivate the world 
that schoolchildren have written to offer their allow- 
ance if only NASA would keep it running. 

Among the astronauts on the Atlantis crew is John 
Grunsfeld, a 51-year-old former resident of Chicago and 
Highland Park who loves the telescope no less. 

“I think he thinks it’s part his,” said Tony Grunsfeld, the 
astronaut’s father who is an architect in Highland Park. 

Few others have spent as much time with the Hubble 
as John Grunsfeld, a hands-on astrophysicist who is 


making his third trip to repair the ailing telescope dur- 
ing marathon spacewalks. 

To get to space, Grunsfeld overloaded on math and 
science classes at Highland Park High School, got a 
physics degree from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, studied astronomy and Zen meditation in 
Japan, and built cosmic ray nuclei detectors for high- 
altitude weather balloons at the University of Chicago, 
where he got a PhD in physics. 

If all goes well with these fixes, Hubble will be left at 
the peak of its scientific capability and will continue to 
operate until 2014. 


Sports coming back to Roosevelt U. 


After a 20 -year absence, Roosevelt University plans 
to return intercollegiate athletics to its downtown 
Chicago campus this fall. 

University President Chuck Middleton, who will 
introduce the new athletic director at a news confer- 
ence Friday, said adding sports is the next step in trans- 
forming Roosevelt from a commuter school to a univer- 
sity geared toward traditional undergraduates. 

In five years, the Roosevelt Lakers hope to be com- 
peting in NCAA Division III. 

But the university faces a tough lineup even before 


students get onto baseball or soccer fields. It has no 
indoor or outdoor practice facilities. No coaches, lock- 
er rooms or fight song. 

“I have been searching for a model to do this, but I 
am learning we will be the model for building an athlet- 
ic program in an urban setting,” said Michael Cassidy, 
the new athletic director. 

The university plans to first compete in the National 
Association of Intercollegiate Athletics league begin- 
ning in 2010 after spending the next year hiring coaches 
and recruiting the first student athletes. 


Daley 
says costs 
will be cut 

Mayor Daley on Thursday announced 
new cost-cutting measures in the face 
of major budget problems, saying he 
does not see the “glimmer of hope” for 
economic recovery President Obama 
recently described. 

“When you talk about a glim- 
mer of hope ... maybe you see it in 
Washington, DC., but I don’t think 
you’re seeing it across the country,” 
the mayor said. 

The remarks came as the Daley 
administration announced as many 
as 14 more unpaid days off for non- 
union city workers. With the City 
Council’s approval, the mayor’s plan 
would mean seven furlough days and 
no pay on as many as seven holidays 
this year, Daley said. 

Daley said City Hall also intends to 
shut down the day after Thanksgiving, 
Christmas Eve and New 'Year’s Eve, as 
it did last year for the first time. 

Those moves will save about 
$10 million, but the city could face a 
deficit of as much as $300 million by 
year’s end. 

The mayor called on labor unions 
representing most city workers to 
accept similar concessions. 


DALEY TO INCREASE 
ELEVATOR INSPECTIONS 

Mayor Daley on Thursday 
promised to dramatically increase 
the use of outside specialists to 
inspect elevators across Chicago. 

The mayor’s comments came in 
response to a Tribune story that 
revealed city inspectors have not 
inspected 70 percent of elevators 
in the past year. 

“We think we have to move 
along much quicker on that,” 
Daley said. 

The increased use of private 
inspectors “should basically take 
care of” the backlog, the mayor 
said. 

Bill McCaffrey, spokesman for 
the city Buildings Department, 
said the private inspectors would 
be paid for by building owners.

Anxious students at 
Wesleyan University in Connecticut huddled 
in their dorms Thursday and the city’s only syna- 
gogue was shut down, as authorities said a man 
wanted in the shooting death of a Wesleyan stu- 
dent had threatened the woman before, and may 
now be targeting the school and Jews. 

Johanna Jus tin-Jinich, 21, was shot several times 
Wednesday by a gunman wearing a wig at her job 
inside Broad Street Books, a popular student book- 
store. Two years ago, she complained to police the 
suspect, 29 -year-old Stephen P. Morgan, stalked 
and threatened her. 

Evidence “suggests that Mr. Morgan may be 
focused on the Wesleyan University campus as well 
as the Jewish community” Middletown Police Chief 
Lynn Baldoni said. “Investigators have been in con- 
tact with Wesleyan University and leaders of the 
Jewish community urging both to be extra vigilant.” 

Most buildings on campus, including cafeterias 
and the library, were locked. In dorms, students 
dressed in pajamas shuffled downstairs to pick up 
box lunches.

Tow of China. “We’re supposed to do some work, 
but really I just keep checking my e-mail and 
checking on friends and letting people from home 
know that I’m OK.

Things we re going so well for Laura Tisdel 
and her boyfriend, Matt, After just a few dates, 
the couple had decided to become exclusive. 

Then Tisdel, who is now 26 and an assistant 
editor for Viking Press in Manhattan, caught 
her first glimpse of his iTunes, There, amid 
Bruce Springsteen and Rolling Stones albums, 
were ones by Air Supply Wham, Meat Loaf 

“Not their greatest hits,” Tisdel said with a 
sigh, ‘All of them,” 

Were the albums an attempt at irony? That’s 
what Tisdel told herself, at first. Matt, who is 
now 28, worked as a technology consultant 
for the government. It couldn’t be. Then she 
noticed the carefully organized playlists— 
labeled “working,” “cleaning,” “Sunday morn- 
ing”— filled with these and similarly embar- 
rassing artists, Embarrassing, at least, to Tisdel, 
who prefers indie rock. If she had any doubts 
that he actually listened to this music, there 
was the data: iTunes tracks the last time a song 
was played and how many times it had been 
played, 

“I went through a moment of mourning,”

what people listened to in private— today, we 
can assume if something’s on someone’s iPod, 
they’re listening to it. On iTunes, we can even 
see what’s on someone’s “most played” list, how 
each person rates songs, and how each one orga- 
nizes his music. Technology has granted a level 
of insight and awareness into significant others’ 
lives that we wouldn’t otherwise have, 

Tisdel confronted Matt about his library, and 
he confirmed her worst suspicions. The albums

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Simple changes can 
dazzle home buyers

Having trouble selling your house or condo? In 
today’s market, making your home look like a 
must-have to buyers is even more crucial. 

Not everyone should invest in fancy upgrades 
and fresh coats of paint, says New York-based 
interior designer Janine Carendi. But all home- 
owners can benefit from reorganizing and 
beautification. 

Carendi and fellow designers Mallory 
Mathison and Brian Patrick Flynn offer some 
tips on making your home market-ready on a 
budget. 

First impressions 

A good first impression won’t guarantee a sale, 
but a bad one can scuttle it, Mathison says. 
Clean thoroughly outside and “pay close atten- 
tion to the front door. Ydu want it freshly paint- 
ed or stained,” she said. 

If the front door leads directly into your liv- 
ing room without a foyer or vestibule, Flynn 
suggests using furniture to “create the sense 


that you’re walking into the area where you 
decompress.” 

Add a bench near the door and a console 
where someone could drop their keys and mail 
on arriving home. 

Ciean and fresh 

Clean as thoroughly as you can, perhaps hiring a 
cleaning service for one or two visits. Pay atten- 
tion to doors, baseboards, light switch plates, 
ceiling fans and windows. Clean all appliances, 
especially older ones, so they sparkle. 

Other details: Bunches of fresh mint or rose- 
mary can freshen air naturally, Mathison says, 
and a vase of flowers is always welcome. For a 
quick face-lift: Lightly sand the frames around 
your windows, then add a coat or two of white 
paint, Carendi says. 

Clear the way 

Banishing clutter is crucial: Uncluttered rooms 
feel larger, and buyers will have an easier time 
envisioning their own belongings in the space. 



Create the feeling of a formal entrance with a welcome bench and a calming piece of art. ap 


Remove yourself from the equation 

“It’s kind of a rule to take out two- thirds of 
your personal things,” Mathison says. “Make it a 
generally inviting space, rather than something 
right just for your family” 

Think about the way it feels when you check 
into a good hotel room, these designers say The 
space is clean, comfortable and stylish, but also 
something of a blank canvas. A home that’s for 


sale should have that sensibility 
To help buyers envision themselves living 
there, repaint boldly colored walls a more neu- 
tral color. Flynn suggests a pale gray— it’s more 
interesting than plain white but still neutral. 

Remove any furniture or art that is really dis- 
tinctive and replace unique window treatments 
with simple, solid-color draperies.
